The   year    195  8    saw   the   birth  of   a   new   sport  on   the 
Towson    campus.     After    a    long    struggle,    permission    was 
granted  for  the  formation  of  a  lacrosse  team. 

Towson's  team,  for  the  most  part,  was  composed  of 
inexperienced  players.  The  fine  first-year  performance  turned 
in  by  the  squad  was  a  testimony  to  the  coaching  of  Dietrich 
von  Schwerdtner  and  his  assistant,  Street  Whiteford. 

The  Knights  opened  the  season  with  scrimmage  against 
the  Johns  Hopkins  Freshmen  team  and  the  Baltimore  Uni- 
versity "B"  squad.  Towson  lost  both  of  these  scrimmages  by 
a  11-3  count.  They  held  an  undefeated  and  highly-rated 
Baltimore  Junior  College  squad  to  9-7  and  11-8  scores  in  the 
two  games  played  with  them.
